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We have several professions spiritualised ; a- 
mong those of popularity are ^^ Husbandry 
Spirittuilised ; or, the Heavenly use of Earth' 
ly Things, ^"^ and ^^ A New Compass for Sea^ 
men ; or. Navigation Spiritualised,^^ both by 
the Rev. John Flavel. It must be acknow- 
ledged that these works suggested the idea of 
the following pages, which, it is evident, might 
have been abundantly ampliGed, had I possess- 
ed leisure to effect this, my first intention.

MON6 the nnmerousarticles S0I4 
I by a person deDominateda Book- 
' seller, the word "BooA:" natu- 
rally iSrst presents itself, which 
may, spiritually speaking, be allowed to re- 
mind us of the Book of Books — that Book 
which is "'^ distinguished from all other Books in 
having God for it's author, Truth for its object, 
and Salvation for i(s end'' — the volume to 
which that distinguished Writer, Sir W. Jones, 
allotted a portion of his daily occupations, and 
made this note at the end : — I am of opinion, 
that this volume contains more true sublimity, 
more exquisite beauty, more pure morality, 
more important history, and finer strains both 
of poetry and eloquence, than can be collected 
from all other books, in whatsoever age and Ian- 
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guage they may bave been composed." It also 
reminds me of men's conscience^ whicii is com- 
pared to a hooky because it records whatever 
they have done^ (Dan. vii. 10 J and, of the o- 
pening of the Books at the last day, (liev. 
XX. 12. J also, Christ's opening the sealed 
Booky Avhich imports his predeclaration, and 
exact fullilmeut of the purposes of God, rela- 
tive to the New Testament Church, (Ret), v. 
6. viir. 1.} likewise, — of John's eating the lit- 
tle Book given him by the angel, and its being 
sweet in his mouth, but bitter in his belly, <le- 
noting his consiileration and understanding of 
it with pleasure. It also puts me in nn'nd of the 
roost ancient AooAr^ in being, those of Moses; 
for it does not appear (hat any >verc written 
before them. Joseplius says, tiie children of 
Seth, before the Hood, wrote their discoveries 
in arts, and in astronomy and other sciences, 
upon two pillars ; the one of stone, to witli*^ 
stand a deluge ; and the o(her of brick, to en- 
dure a conllagration. Anciently men used to 
write upon tables of stone, lead, copper, wood, 
wax, bark, or leaves of trees. The ancient 
Egyptians wrote on linen, as appears from in«» 
scriptious on some bandages of their mummies, 
^nd so, it is like, did Moses and the ancient 
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Hebrews. About A.M. 3670, they began fa 
write on the inner films or skins of their paper 
reeds. Hesiod's works were written on tables 
of lead J tlie Roman laws were written on 
twelve tables of brass; Solon's on wood ; and 
those of God on stone, probably marble. In 
very ancient times the Persians and lonians 
wrote on skins. When Attains formed his li- 
brary, about A.M. 3770, he either invented or 
improved parchment. This, when written on^ 
was either sewed together in long rolls, and 
written only on one side, in the manner of the 
copy of the law now used in the Jewish Syna- 
gogues ; or it was formed in the manner of our 
books. Some Indian books are extant, written 
on leaves of the Malabar palm tree.'* — When I 
see a Magazine^ it reminds me of that Book, 
which Hervey calls " the Magazine of our com- 
forts and the Charter of our Salvation" — the 
Bible. — When a cancelled sheet meets my eye, 
I think that it tells me of my guilt cancelled 
through the precious blood of Christ.— When 
Foolscap is sold, I pray that I may not neg- 
lect my salvation, and be truly designated 
a Fool, and that for ever, A -sheet o( Past 
appears emblematical of ^^Man's life, which 
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is swifter than a post^; continually hurry- 
ing on to an end.'' (Job. ix. 25,) It also pre- 
figures the deliverances of the Israelites 
from Egyptian bondage, when they were com- 
manded to sprinkle the blood on the two 
side posts and the linteis — andi of our deli- 
verance from worse than Egyptian bondage, ef- 
fected by the death of our blessed Saviour. — A 
sheet of Medium seems to say that there' is no 
middle state between Heaven and Hell. — Sw- 
per-Royal Paper carries the idea of the glit- 
tering gems and royal robes which wait for 
Christian Conquerors, when they have passed 
the veil^f — and Super-Royal those who have 
attained higher degrees of bliss in the heavenly 
mansions ; and Imperial of a still higher exal- 
tation in those blissful regions. Blotting pa- 
per may be said to have a reference to our sins 
being blotted out through the efficacy of the 
death of Christ. Whenya/ii/ ovfeini ruled 
paper meets my eye, let me pray that my hopes 
of Heaven at the last, eventful hour, may not 
be faint. When scarlet and purple papers are 
seen — these words occur relative to the Taber-

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nacle — "the hangings were of purple and scarlet 
and fine twined linen/' Crimson and Scarlet^ 
of the delightful passage in Isaiah — "Though 
your sins be as scarlet, they shall be as white 
as snow ; though they be red like crimson, they 
shall be as wool." Black cautions us against 
entering those regions where is " blackness and 
darkna«» for ever." Tissue — of the thinness of 
the partition between this world and the next. — 
Cartridge seems to remind us of spiritual am- 
munition, a stock of which we should always 
possess to ward off the attacks of our spiritual 
enemy. 

Brief— oi the briefness of human life, and 
suggests motives for its due improvement* — 
Lawn paper presents to our mind's eye, the 
sleeves of Bishops' — and finally of " the great 
Bishop of our Souls." Crown Paper natural- 
ly prefigures the Crown of Heaven, which we 
should all earnestly endeavour to obtain. W hen 
laid paper appears, it should teach us to pray 
that we may be peacebly laid in our graves in 
hope of a joyful resurrection, through the merits 
Jesus Christ our Saviour ; and when we see

wsve, that we may at the last day be wove a- 
new, and our vile bodies changed to gloriou* 
bodies. Let hanging paper be allowed to put 
us in liiind to keep all God's Coniurandnients 
that /ian^mgr do not prove our final end. Hot' 
pr^ss^rf paper should present this strong caution 
— to free us from (he snares of the Devil, that 
we be not ultimately hol-pressed in hell, which 
will prove undotibfably farwoi'se ihan thepr^^^ 
in the Black Hole at Calcutta. Cri7/ edged pa- 
per should ever forcibly exhort us to keep clear 
from guilt, and hlaek edged ov mourning paper 
should have this Jnfluence, it should teach us 
sometimes to go to the house of mourning as well 
as to the house of feasting, for the wisest of men 
««iid it was better so to do, and a [)0})ular author 
has further exhorted us in a sermon from the 
words of Solomon. Embossed Paper may figure 
to us, the glorious robes in which the Saints shall 
be clothed at the resurrection. Demy may 
prove a kind ofisecond Commandment in teach- 
ing us to pay no worship to Demi^gods. Lum^ 
herhand may be esteemed as a kind of preven- 
tative to guard against becoming Lumherhand 
ourselves, and cumherers of the ground. Dou^ 
hie- Crown should urge us in our endeavours to 
obtain a crown of glory and be exalted to the

highest rank among the dignified spirits^ which 
may be prefigured by a double crown. Tinted 
paper may have this iiiflueuce^ it may cause u» 
to breathe after a sight of the glorified tints of 
the second never ending Spring ; in which is. 
brought into mind the Spring of Thomson^ and 
the adnn'rabie Sermon on that reviving Season 
by Allason. Grey paper sets before the aged 
his grey hairs, and suggests the best improve- 
ment for his declining years. To the young 
man it afibrds motives for inmiediate improve- 
ment, that grey hairs do not overtake him ig- 
norant and yet in his sins. A seruion on the 
sacrament exhorts us in persuasive language 
to ^'Remember Chiist" — and frequent his table. 
— A Charity Sermon speaks to us in the words 
of St, Paul — " if you have not charity, you have 
become as sounding brass and as a tinkling cym- 
bal.'' — When we observe a book of Arithipqtic 
— it should have this forcible effect — to remind 
us of, and cause us to exert ourselves to enter 
into^that happy Eternity which no Arithmeticol 
figures can set forth. When " Interest'' ap- 
pears, we should pray for an interest in the Sa- 
viour's merits — a '^Compound^^ rather than a 
^^ Simple Interest ;^^ and yvhen '^ Fellowship^[ is 
Ken that we may have Fellowship with, the fa<» 
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ther, and vfith bis Son, Jesus Christ. Let 
^'Mulliplicalion*'^ act as a preventative to the 
mullipUcation of crime, and *^ Subtraction^^ 
possesses the charm to cause us to endeavour to 
subtract from our sins, and pray that when^our 
great and last change shall come, we may pos- 
sess that peace of mind which passeth all un- 
derstanding, and that approbation and satisfac- 
tion which the world cannot give, and which 
the world cannot take from us. *^ Additioh^^ 
the fear of adding to the '^Catalogue'' of our 
sins ; and ^^ Reduction^'' the constant reducing 
of our evil habits. " *Practice^^ the practice of 
holiness of heart and life. Let ^^ Progression^^ set 
forth our daily progress in piety and virtue ; 
and ^^Permutation^\csiution us against changing 
and varying in our religious course. " The Rule 
of Three^^ should enforce the Doctrine of th^ 
trinity, " Extraction of the Cube Root"— the 
extraction of our evil habits. ^^Exchange^^ the 
earnest prayer, that when we exchange worlds 
it may be to our unspeakably great advantage. 
** The Rule ofFalse^^ should operate as a guard 
against Falsehood. " Barter^'' that we do not 
act so wretchedly foolish as to barter our souls 
for the things of this world — for ** What is a 
tnan profited, if he should gain the whole world 
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and lose his own souK" " The Rule of Three 
Inverse^^ — that we do not invert the order of 
the road which leadeth to eternal life. **The 
Rule of Three Direct" — to keep in the direct 
road — the good old way that leadeth to the bliss- 
ful mansions. ^^ Bills of Parcels^' to be careful 
a bill be not found against us at the last great 
trial. " Tables of Weights^^ — that we be not, 
when weighed in the balance, found wanting. 
^^ Annuities in Reversion^^ To be careful that 
we have in reversion an annuity in heaven. 
When a " Cookery Book-^ appears, it should, 
through the eye of faith, afford a glimpse of "the 
never-ending feast of joy," and remind usof "the 
hidden manna — the spiritual provision with 
which the bountiful Jesus feeds, and strengthens 
and blesses his adopted sons." When 6ro/rf Pa- 
per is sold, think of the gold of the temple and 
tabernacle, and let them represent the divine ex- 
cellences of Christ, and the precious and incor- 
ruptible ordinances of his church, and graces 
of his people. His head is as most fine goldj 
his hands like gold rings set with beryl, he is 
gold tried in the fire; his girdle, censer, his 
crown, are o^ fine gold. — And at the time <Si7- 
eer Paper h demanded, recollect the"traflBp 
which ivas carried on with it in Abraham's time,

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though it was not coined till long after. Great 
quantities of it were used in the building of the 
Jewish temple by Solomon. As an emblem, let 
it denote what is useful, precious, pure, and glo- 
rious. Saints are like tried Silver to mark 
their true excellency ; and they are proved in 
the fire of nianilokl tribulation. God's people 
are represented as dijost piece of Silver, sought 
out by him in the day of his power. — When 
Kotzebue's " Stranger^^ appears, it should re- 
.emind us that " we t:te all Strangers in the u- 
iiiverse of God." (Blair.) And when we look 
for the ^' Index Error" in '' Norie^s Epitome^^^ 
we should strive to let the Errors in the Book 
to be produced at the last day be few. When asked 
for a '' Poll Book,^'' it should urge us to ex- 
ert ourselves to become Candidates for Hea- 
ven, — and ^^ make our calling and election 
sure.'^ When the Life of any person appears, 
we should pray that our life may be holy; on 
>seeiug Sherlock 07i Death, that our death may 
be comfottnlde ; and when Bigland on the Re* 
surrection, that our resurrection may he joyful, 
through the merits of Jesus Christ. A Book 
ol6rar^/^m/iy should produce this effect — ma- 
king us crj—^'God grant that I may be grafted 
in Christy aud live to him. Suffer me not i^ 
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deceive myself by a mere form and profession 
of religion, but give me true faith that I may real- 
ly abide in Christ, and bear much fruit. ^'^ At 
the time any Medical work presents itself to 
your view, say — '' Give me grace, O Lord, this 
day to overcome temptation, and to mortify all 
my corrupt aflfections ;" and when you view the 
dedication of a Book think of the dedication 
of the temple ; also, say " Enable me to begin 
anew this day, in seriousness, and entire dedi* 
cation of heart to give myself to thee." When 
the Rev. Samuel Bottomley's 'Essay on Early 
Hising^ appears, say — " Help me, O Lord, to 
redeem the time.^^ — Clarendon's *^ History of 
the llehellion^^ should induce us to pray that 
we may be enabled to " cast down the weapons 
of our rebellion at the footstool of divine mer- 
cy," When you see the popular Novel, called 
^'Inheritance'''^ think of, and be thankful for, 
" the glorious inheritance which Christ h:>s pur- 
chased for us with his blood." When '' The 
Rural Walks o/'Coijc^/^^^r" present themselves, 
let them teach us to " walk with him whose 
name is the God of all comfort, and in whose 
presence is the fulness of joy." The sight of 
Captain Parry's Voyage to the North Poi^ may 
afiord a striking illustration of the faith q\ the 
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first Ag6s, as given in the excellent Sermons 
by Dr. James Ogilvie, who remarks, " let us 
suppose, that an inhabitant of the polar regions 
who had been confined to his cave during the 
short season of summer, though in winter ac« 
customed to walk by the dim light of the moon 
or the stars, should have his curiosity to behold 
the sun powerfully excited by his companions ; 
and be told, at the same time, that from the sum- 
mit of a certain mountain, he might behold him 
ascending on the horizon: let us then suppose 
that this benighted traveller is set at liberty, 
and desired to ascend the hill, from which he 
might behold this glorious luminary. — 1 follow 
him, methinks, while he ascends the mountain* 
I see him, while the beams of the setting moon 
are yet quivering on the frozen waste, casting 
his eyes on the east with an anxious and eager 
«si expectation. — At first he discerns nothing 
adequate to his hope. — But, retaining his 
faith in the testimony of his friends, and, 
continuing to turn his eye to that quarter of the 
heavens which he had been directed to contem- 
plate, — he at last beholds a light, diflerentfrom 
that of the moon, even at its first appearance^ 
wandering over the distant firmament. He ob- 
serves it gradually to increase in that quarter. 
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He discovers clouds tinged with crimson, instead 
of the blue firmament spangled with stars, and 
at last be discerns some part of the resplendent 
and beautiful orb of day. — Ais yet, however, a 
stranger to the genial influence of his beams, 
which he is told will reinvigorate the frozen 
earth, and spread verdure over a scene of de- 
solation, he rejoiceth in what he is permitted to 
behold, and while he is enjoying the idea of his 
future influence, expires without having felt its 
energy. Such a prospect as this it was that o- 
pened in the first ages of the world upon the 
fathers of men. Amidst the darkness of that 
period, they beheld at a distance the dawn of 
the Sun of Righteousness." 



When we meet with an ^^ Introduction^^ to 
any work, we should pray for an introduction 
into heaven, and when we see a Card, to con- 
sider the Bible as the card of introduction. 
When the pages of an Herbal are unfolded, 
pray that thou mayest retain thy *^ verdure, and 
thy dew be as the dew of herbs.^^ When you hear 
of the immaculate edition of the Scriptures, with 
references and corrections, by the Hev. Mr. 
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Blanoy^; pray that you may be presented 
pure and immaculafe before the throne of God, 
throuo^h the merits and intercession of vour 
Saviour. On the sight of Mc Adam's *' Remarks 
on the Present System o/'Road making,^^ consi- 
der of the two roads the hroad nmi the narrow, 
and walk in that which conducts to eternal bless- 
edness. When the TriVjp/ of any one appears in 
a CatnTogtre, think of the Trial which you 
must at one period undergo, and make the 
Catalogue of your sins small. Let it also re- 
mind you that the present is a state of trials and 
very short, and induce you to act, as you shall 
wish you had acted at the last day. — When the 
word Author occurs,, think of the Author and 
end of our being ; on a Ruler being asked for, 
on the Supreme Ruler of the world. An Al^ 
manack should remind us that our lives are in 
the hand of God. Let Ruber's ^'Natural His-

of our time, and the wisdoai of ' laying up store 
in heaven.' — Let the Title of a liook influence 
us in our endeavours to K.ad our '* title clear to 
mansions in the skies.'' — On turning over old 
Books, we frequently find (he word Impriiitedy 
which should remind us of the Divine Power, 
as set forth in the starry heavens: 

'* J read thy awful name ifnprinied high 
With golden letters on the starry sky." 

When Boxes of Medallion Wafers appear 
— think of JosepJi^s Coat of many colours* 
— When a Song liook is noticed, pray that 
a new Song may be put into our mouth, 
even a thanksgiving unto our God. At the 
sight of Mawe's ' 'L realise on Diamonds and 
i^recious Stones' consider th:.l it "was the third 
jewel in the second row of the high priest's breast 
plate, (Exod. xxviir, 18.^ Ezekiei's forehead 
was made like an adamant , he was endued with 
undaunted boldness in declaring tidd's Message 
to the Jews, Ezck. uu 9. Wicked men's hearts 
are as an adamcint :^ neither the threatenings 
nor judgments of God can break, nor his mer-

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cies, iiivitatioDs^ or promises melt them, till thej 
be sprinkled with Jesus' blood, and have his 
love Apread abroad in them by the Holy Ghost, 
Zech. VII. 12* The sin of Judah was written 
with a pen' of iron, and point of a diamond ; 
their corrupt inclinations were deep rooted and 
fixed in their heart, and all their crimes were in- 
deliby marked by God, Jos.yxn. 1. No fire ex- 
cept the concentrated heat of the solar rays, hag 
the least impression on a diamond ; and even 
that affects but it's weakest parts. We know 
of no more than four mines of diamonds in In- 
dia. That of Gani^ or Coulour, about seven days 
journey east of Golconda, seems the most noted. 
About 60,000 persons work in it. The late 
Duke of Tuscany possessed a diamond worth 
£195,374 sterling; and the Great Mogul one 
Talued at £779,244.*— When a Bundle of 
Paper is ordered, it should cause us to pray that 
we may be bound up in the Bundle of Life. 
Brookes' ^ Crown and Glory^ should prove an 
incentive to us to attain those heavenly treasures. 
— Let the portrait of a good Man address you 
with the apostle's admonition ; '* Be ye not 
slothful, but followers of them, who through 
faith and patience inherit the promises.^" — 
When any work i^ ^bout being completed, or 
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when you observe that Hhe work is completing 
very fasf; permit it to have this influence — 
'^ Begin not the preparation for death when you 
should be completing the work* Delay not the 
bvi3iness which demands your best faculties to the 
period of their debility, probably of their ex- 
tinction. Leave not the wx>rk which requires 
an age to do, to be done in a moment, a mo- 
ment top which may not be granted. The alter- 
native is tremendous. The difference is that of 
being saved or lost. It is no light thing to pe- 
rishp"=^ — W hen a Sheet of Parchment for the 
entry of Marriages is demanded, let it remind 
yoq of the heavenly Bridegroom, Christ. "In 
the couuqil of ppace^ and in the day of his pow- 
er, he unites his people to himself, rejoices o- 
ver them, and feasits them with his love, and 
will quickly come to receive them home to his 
heavenly, mansions, Matt. xxv. 1. 10. — When 
a Sheet for the entry of Deaths is wanted-r-it 
may remind us that " Wicked works are fruit 
unto deathy^ and that through repentance and 
belief in Christ death viWXhe abolished, and 
swallowed up in victory. A Sheet for JEfop- 
jlisms should denote that we are by baptism the

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^members of ChrisVs mystical bodt/j^ and that 
we should live as becomes such Members. — A 
sight of Gray's ^Plow^wrighV reminds us of the 
following passage in Flavel:^ **The work of 
the plough is but opus ordinahilej a prepara- 
tive work in order to fruit. Should the hus- 
bandman plough his ground ever so often, yet 
if the seed be not cast in, and quickened, in 
vain is the harvest expected. This conviction 
also is but a preparative to a farther work upon 
the soul of a sinner ; if it stick there, and go no 
farther, it proves but an abortive or untimely 
birth." 

The Play—" Where to find a Friend:*' should 
remind us of our great, constant, and unvary- 
ing Friend and Creator in Heaven, and teach 
lis to lay up our treasure there and continue 
him our friend for ever. /itMorn^ should re- 
mind us of our Saviour who ^Ms represented as 
having an inkhom at his side, to denote his 
readiness to mark out his people for preserva- I 
tion amidst common calamities. Ezek. ix. 2, 3, 
1 1. The people in the East were wont to car- 
ry their inkhorns by their side, and to this day 
the secretaries in Turkey do so." Henderson's 

^ ' Husbandry Spiritualised.' 
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^Treatise on Swine* may remind you of the 
Swine into which Christ permitted the devils to 
enter. " This," observes Ward in his ^Disserta- 
tions,^ 'Ms the more remarkable, because the rest 
of Chrisfs miracles were all evidently acts of 
goodness ; unless that of cursing the barren fig- 
tree; which however does not appear any way 
injurious. Nay on the contrary these were both 
attended with circumstances of the most kind 
and beneficent nature. 

For as to the figtree,Mat. xxi. 19. it is said to 
have been in the way, that is, in the common 
road, and therefore no person^s property. But 
if it were, being barren the timber might be as 
serviceable to the owner, as before ; so that here 
was no real injury. And that the tree was bar- 
ren may be concluded from hence: that Christ 
found nothing on it but leaves, no appearance 
of fruit. But he was pleased to make use of 
this innocent miracle for a very valuable pur- 
pose at that time, which was to teach his disci- 
ples the efficacy of a strong and lively faith. 

And as to the case of the swine, the town 
GadarGf near which this miracle was wrought, 
is called by Josephus a Greek City. And as 
there was a mixture of Jews and Gentiles in 
those towns^ which bordered upon Judea ; so 
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txmny of* the Jews, who livBUl there, complied in 
some things with the Gentile customs, as we 
find by Josephus^and among others very pro- 
bably in eating swine^s flesh. A nd if tl>is were tte 
case, part of those swine might belong to them; 
which by tfee number, two^thansand^^eems to 
have been a common or town herd. It was 
therefore a just punishment upon them, when 
Christ permitted their swinef to be thus destroyed. 
And for the other inhabitants, it was nothing 
more, than wliat< often happens in common ca- 
lamities, that all suffer «ilike; and was abun* 
dantly made up to them by a favour of infinitely 
greater importance." 

When Quills or Feat her s^ present themt&elves 
let them remind you of 'this verse, *' Cover me, 
O Lord, with the shadow of thy wings." — When 
the Translation of any book appears, it may 
remind you Of this passage in Flavel's ^-HuS' 
handry Spiriludlised^ — *' Where wheat is^sown 
'tis turned into wheat ; in an apple ti^ee, it be- 
comes an apple ; and so in every «ort of plants 
or seeds, 'tis concocted into fruit proper to the 
kind. Translate this into spiritumls, and the 
proposition shadowed forth by it, is fullyexprcss- 
ed by the apostle, Cra/. vi. 7, " What a man sow- 
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«th thsit nhall he reap : they that sotr to'^fliie^ffi^, 
shall of theflesh reap corruption ; feindHhey'that 
"SOW to the spirit, shall of the spirit reiap'life e- 
Terlasting." And as sure as the hflrvis^t fblltiWs 
^he'seed time, so sure shall slKih fruits idnii effects 
result from the seeds of such actioits. ^^ He 
tthat soweth iniquity shall ri^p vanity/' PtOv. 
-xxii. 8, And they thait now go forth keeping, 
and bearing precious seed, shall doubtleses c6me 
again rejoicing, bringing their sheaves Ivitb 
them,'' iPsalm cxxvi. 5. The sum df all this 
is, that our present dctions have the satne te- 
«pect and relation to future rewards atid pu- 
nishmeiits, as the seed tve sow in our fields ^has 
to the harvest we reap from it. Every graci- 
ous action is the seed of joy ; and every sinful 
action, the seed of anguish ancl sdrrtfiv to the 
«oal that sowed it." A woi*k highly embellish' 
ed and adorned ivUh plates, may be aMowed fo 
present arn idea of the embelfishraents of nkitc- 
tified souls. When that rntereslting Novel, en- 
titled 'The Favourite &f Nature' is ^etivith, 
it should influence us in endeavourrng to be- 
come Favourites of Hectven. When any Bo- 
tanical Work is studied, it may recall theise 
words of haidhj ** All flesh is grass and the godd- 
liness of it as the flower of the grass ; the gras» 
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witheretb, the flower fadetb, but the word of tbe 
Lord abidetb for ever," Isa. xl, 6, 8. 

Wben tbe Key ioMurray^s Exercises or any 
otber Key is examined, permit tbem to remind 
you of tbis sentence in Flavel, ** Tbe prayers 
of saints are tbe keys tbat open and sbut tbe na- 
tural clouds, and cause tbem eitberto give out, 
or witb-bold tbeir influences. Jam. v. 17, 18. 
^^ Elias was a man subject to like passions as 
we are, and be prayed earnestly tbat it migbt 
not rain, and it rained not on tbe eartb for the 
space of tbree years and six montbs; and be 
prayed again, and tbe beavens gave rain, and 
the eartb brought forth her fruit/' God bath 
subjected the works of bis hands to tbe prayers 
of his saints, Isa. xlv. 11. 

When black lines are seen, let them be a cau- 
tion to leave behind ^^ no line which, dying, you 
would wish to blot.'' Wben we see Dunton's 
Remains^ Kirke White's liemains, &c. we 
should study to let our Remains be deposited 
in the grave in hopes of a joyful resurrection, 
through the merits of Christ. When we obtain 
a sight of Ars Memorandi NotabiliSy which is 
*^ the earliest Memoria Technica extant, and 
among the first Books of Images with the texty^^^

we should mind and not worship Images our- 
selves and pray for the inhabitants of those 
lands that practice such adoration « When a 
Sheet of a Book is wanted, let it remind you of 
this passage in Flavel, ^^ I should come from e- 
very sermon as a sheet comes from the press, 
with all the stamps and lively impressions of 
tlie truths I heard upon my heart*" 

Hogarth's curious piece the end of all things^ 
suggests motives for improvement, that we 
may behold the dissolution of the world without 
horror, and witness a happy
